W':nipeg ,Dec. 18.—The municipal- 
ities of Manitoba were today given an 
opportunity of expressing an opinion 
on the municipal telephone legisiation 
passed by the local government during 
the last session. The vote took the 
form of a plebiscite, and an active 
campaign was carried on by the gov- 
ernment in favor of their scheme. 
Though the total results have not been 
received tonight, there are enough in 
to indicate that less than half of the 
municipalities are in favor of the plan 
&s proposed. Of the sixty odd returns 
received, thirty are against the act, 
twenty-two in favor and the balance 
are so incomplete as to be not worth 
‘considering. The results of the plebis- 
cite practically amounts to a want of 
ronfidence vote in the governinent. 
ven if an attempt is made to carry 
on the work the municipalities which 
pronounced in favor of municipal tel- 
ephones mre so scattered that the whole 
plan would be inoperative. The cam- 
paign has cost the government a tre- 
mendous sum.
